Office Action Summary

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Drawings 



1. The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1.83(a). The drawings must show every 
feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the mounting member, the securing 
means, the positioning means must be shown or the feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). No 
new matter should be entered. 



2. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: On page 2, line 12 - 
insert "a" before "weapon". Appropriate correction is required. 

3. The specification is objected to as failing to provide proper antecedent basis for the 
claimed subject matter. See 37 CFR 1.75(d)(1) and MPEP § 608.01(o). Correction of the 
following is required: mounting member, securing means, positioning means. 



4. Claim 1 1 is objected to because of the following informalities: On line 4 delete "a" after 
"glide". Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

5. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S. C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

6. Claims 1-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

The specification fails to provide proper antecedent basis for the claimed subject matter 
and the claimed subject matter is not shown in the drawings with respective reference numbers 
as described in the specification. These inadequacies render the claims unclear and indefinite. 



Specification 



Claim Objections 
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Claims 1-4 and 1 1- 20 recite the limitation "the threaded cylinder". There is insufficient 
antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. It appears applicant is referring to the outer 
threaded cylinder, however consistency of claim terminology should be kept throughout the 
claims. 

Claim 1 1 initially recites "at least one leg of a table". In claims 1 1-20 the applicant 
recites "the leg". It is unclear if the applicant intends to claim multiple legs or one leg. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

7. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

8. As best understood, claims 1 and 1 1 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by U.S. Patent No. 5,881,979 to Rozier, Jr. et al. 

Rozier, Jr. et al. '979 discloses a mounting member () including an outer threaded 
cylinder (20) and a threaded glide mount (22 and 25); the mounting member adapted to 
cooperate with securing means (18); the outer threaded cylinder being adapted to provide a 
positioning means (34). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

9. Claim 5 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the rejection(s) under 
35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, set forth in this Office action. 

10. Claims 2-4, 6-10 and 12-20 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) 
under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to include all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims.
